UNITY AND HASTE 


Getting Together at the Paris 
Conference Not a Minute 
Too Soon. 


PETTY ISSUES STILL ALIVE 


Premiers Handicapped by Political 
Wars at Home—Con- 
ferees at Work.

PARIS, Nov. 30—The atmosphere of 
a national political convention hangs 
over the Paris meetings of the Inter- 
allied Council. The hotels are not so 
large as those of Chicago or St. Louis, 


and the hangers-on are not quite so 
numerous. The press representatives, 
not being admitted to the proceedings, 
mingle with the members and others in 
the lobbies of the hotels and discuss 
the situation with a freedom which is 
accompanied by lack of direct respon- 
sibility. 

The general opinion is that the situ- 
ation in Europe today is perilous and 
the prime need that America under- 
stand its dangers. Russia is the plague 
spot in the Allies’ body, and while some 
still hope for the best, all agree that 
we must be prepared for the worst. 
Maximalism has opened Pandora’s box 
of evil possibilities. 

If the Allies get together as a result 
of the Paris town meeting it won't he 
one minute too soon. Only because we 
have such great wealth of resources 
are we still in the ring against an 
enemy, alert, highly organized and in 
all but a few things strongly and skill- 
fully directed. Germany has quit blun- 
dering and got down to business, un- 
scrupulously and brutally, and if we 
wish to hold her we have got to stop 
scattering and concentrate. 

How to concentrate and still maintain 
democratic traditions and protect local 
pride is a practical problem which the 
leaders have been counciling together 
to Solve for the past two or three days. 
The formal session to be convened at 
Versailles has had its way prepared by 
constant conferences. 

Hostile Influences at Home. 

. Against centralization many potent in- 
fluences are at work. President Wilson 
is the only head of a democracy who is 
not pulled and hauled by petty political 
considerations. There are two wars for 
every, ‘uropean Premier—the internal 
war of party factionalism and the war 
with Germany. When the Premier gets 
through with a local war whatever 
strength is left he devotes to the war 
against the common. enemy. This is a 
pretty trying ordeal, but the residuum 
of his energy must be further wasted by 
efforts to reconcile the conflicting na- 
tional viewpoints and differences of 
opinion of military leaders. 

The consequence is the Allies have not 
thought with one mind or spoken with 
one voice. They have tried to face half 
a dozen. different ways, and therefcre, 
instead of developing a bold initiative, 
instead of scanning the ‘horizon with 
far-seeing eye; they have constantly 
been weakened by a defensive spirit. 

With the assembling of the Supreme 
War Council these matt are 


— 


settled. The enemy considers every pos- 
sibility beforehand and is prepared for 
all emergencies. There must come a 
time when all the Allies will quit think- 
ing about little, personal, and political 
things, and take hold of this war 
against giant brutalism with * two- 
fisted vigor. 

There is much talk about Italy's and, 
and this is the one bright spot in the 
present war aspect. While the chances 
of holding on the Piave are still doubt- 
ful, the prolongation of resistance 
justifies reasonable optimism. Consider- 
ing the fact that the Italians have had 
as yet only moral comfort from their 
allies, .their performance must be 
counted a wonderful rally from the low 
state of a month ago. 

M. Tardieu made a deep impression 
at the luncheon on Thursday. His call 
to sacrifice and concentration ought to 
do much good in France, which has 
given her blood nobly, but still flinches 
from certain forms of self-denial neces- 
sary to conserve shipping. 

Bainbridge Colby made the best pos- 
sible impression by both the substance 
and the form of his short address. My 
French neighbors at the table said: 

How strong he makes his country 
seem! 

His central idea was contained in a 
passage in which Mr. Colby said: 

Our minds have met those of our 
English colleagues in one idea, viz.: 
There is no trade or commerce now. 
Not a cargo is loaded, not a ship sails 
except to contribute _to winning this 
war. *

It was a sigh of the times in which 
we live that Baril LoR#éuRN’s fesolu- 
tion aimed at the purchase of honors 
‘and titles in England was adopted 
With immaterial amendments by the 
House of Lords: The evil had been 
growing with the rankness of a 
fungus. The rush for Privy Coun- 
cilorships, knignthoods, baronetcies, 
and seats in the House of Lords sug- 
gested. the bargain counter. it is a 
fact that, While the distribution of 
„ honours ” by the King upon the 
recommendation of his Prime Min- 
ister grew steadily in volume, hun- 
dreds of aspirants were disappointed. 
eines the war “fo save démocriey” 
began a considerable number of dem- 
ocrats in Great Britain and thé Ool- 
ones have heen ennobled or raised to 
envied social distinction. And, of 
coursé, there were fesénttient and 
neartburning among the applicants 
Who did not see their names on the 
illustrious scroll, that is to say, if 
the Gazette. There could be no 
doubt that, while some of the ste: 
oesstul had served the State honor- 
ably, others simply wrote checke. It 
had been so before the war, when 
political funds yawned for the little 
scraps of paper, and needs for money 
have greatly multiplied during the 
last three years.

GERMANY’S BANKRUPTCY. 

German finance 16 so evasive that it 
is useful now and then to find firm 
ground for judgment, about it. if 
there is any such thing, it must de the 
statements of the Imperial German 
Chancellor to the Reichstag, and one 
of them wae published - yesterday. 
Count Von HERTIANG asked for a new 
oredit of fifteen billion marks, and 
added that the seven loans to date to- 
taled seventy-three billions. German 
credits are spent before they are fund - 
ed, so that there is reason for adding 
those sums. Germans funded debt 
beforé the war was over twenty billion 
marks. Here are 1 utably 108 
billiotis on Which the in cannot 
be less than 4 per cent., and must 
average more. Peace is not in sight, 
and peadé on German terms was never 
80 distant. but already the German in- 


terest charge exceeds four billion 
marks a year. 
This is the irréducible minimum of 


Germany's obligations. To this must 
be added items which cannot be cal- 
oulated outside Gertnany, nor stated 
candidly inside Germany without 
arousing alarm comparable only to 
news that thé enemy is at the Rhine. 
At the date of the last loan the total 
of the seven was twenty Dillion marks 
below thé credits voted. The differ- 
éncé seems 4 deficit which must be 
covered in some manner. There are 
outstanding German Treasury bis to 
the same figure. There 18, in addition, 
over eignt blluon marks of notes of 
thé Reichsbank in circulation. The 


German War loan banks have reported 


& circulation of about six billion 
marks. But why pile up the full list, 
when the mark is a mere counter, with 
Values shifting daily? Germany's 
neighbors will not take marks, but 
barter for goods so far as trade is pos- 
Able on any terms. Germany borrows 
from one neutral under threats, and 
securés loans from another with com- 
Modities. There are records of Ger- 
many having offered 15 per cent. dis- 
count for credits outside the empire. 
Perhaps fo living nation ever was in 
such desperate. financial stress. 

It is no reproach to Germany to say 
that it is impossible that these loans 


shall ever be repaid. There are other 


loans without date Which ate valued 
because their principal never falls 
due. But they are not loans of na- 
tions whose interest obligations are 
larger than the savings of the people 
in times of prosperity, and which there 
ie reason to suppose may be larger 
even than the total national increment 
of wealth from which the savings can 
be made. Whatever duplications there 
may be in the pyramiding of German 
loans and currency, no one outside of 
Germany can figure an interest 
chargé much below the eight billions 
of marks which the Germans saved, 
according to the calculations of Herr 
HAVENesTEIN, Président of the Reichs- 
bank. He thought Germany would 
not be ruined if they spent their drink 
and tobacco money on the empire's 
interest obligations. But it would be a 
grim future for Germany in which it 
saved nothing, and then could not 
meet current obligations. A man’s 
life would not be worth living on those 
terms. For a nation it would seem 
hardly possible to live so. 

Germany's bankruptcies are several, 
and the financial insolvency is not the 
greatest. Germany's casualties are 
tenfold her armies against France in 
171. Her man power is not equal to 
the demands which grow with évery 
opening of a new front, as the weak- 
ening on the western line shows. Her 
trade and shipping are prostrate, even 
if it is not right to say that they are 
bankrupt. Worse than all is the Ger- 
man moral bankruptcy. Except her 
allies, there is no country which re- 
8 her procedure as within excuse 
or even tolerance. One of the most 
1 utterances of the Kaiser was 

“The German sword will regain us 

the respect of the world. Things 
“will become different. The sword 
“makes us respected.” That could 
hot be true even if the sword should 

e Germany to pay ita debts with 
indemy*ties. If it were conceivable 
that Gen. aany could conquer the world, 
and extonm from others at the sword’s 
point mean= of payment of its debts to 
Germans, the sentiment of the world. 
would be hatred, not respeot. 

GERMANY AND AUSTRIA, 

At various times during the war 
there have been reports that the Aus- 
trians Were disconténted over their 
domination by Germany and alarmed 
over the extent to which it was likely 
to go. Just now there is a renswal 
of such reports. It has been one of 
the hopes of the Allies that discord 
would arise between the Teutonic al- 
lies, just as Germany has been hop- 
ing for such discord in the Entente. 
The Gérman aspiration, however, has 
a frantic and passionate quality lack- 
ing in the corresponding emotion 
among her enemies, and whole pol- 
icles of hers have deen built upon it.
